“On yesterday's flight, when the 
trouble came, we signalled Lieut. 
Smith by waving that we were 
forced down; also that the engine 
was out of commission, requesting 
him to advise the patrol. We ex- 
pected to remain in the water un- 
til the Richmond arrived. We saw 
a merctant vessel at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon but could not attract 
its attention. An hour later the 
trawler which rescued us was sight- 
ed. We had to signal her with pis- 
tol and rifle before she noticed

Tieut: Wade said he and Ogden 
were afraid at first to eat the sand- 
wiches and drink the water they 
had, not knowing how long it 
would be before they were rescued.

Brilliant Future Sacrificed. 

The very fact that Leopold was 
willing to take the extraordinary 
chance of sacrificing a brilliant fu- 
ture for the incredibly petty re- 
wards to be had from his partici- 
| pation in the crime was in itself 
a tremendous evidence of his ab- 
,normal mentality, Dr. Healy de- 
| clared. 
|. “He might have been a distin- 
guished scholar. He had already, 
in fact, attained wide celebrity as 
a student of bird life and had pub- 
lished notable contributions to the 


tradiction between his notion of 
his self superiority, on the one 
hand, and his low personal and so- 
cial cohduct on the other. 


Even in jail, although he may be 
generally despised, he really is a 
Napoleon on S8t. Helena, he told 
me. A very interesting thing 
which he said to me was that he 
feared he had failed to impress us 
scientists with his conviction that 
the preservation of dignity was 
more important than the preserva- 
tion of Hfe."’ 


It appeared, from this state- 
ment, that Leopold had endeav- 
ored to persuade the alienists, in 
the event of their going on the 
witness stand, that he would pre- 
fer to be hanged rather than have 
them disclose facts which would 
impair his dignity. 


Would Write Autobiography. 

Dr. Healy continued: “You 
have heard that, if he is sentenced 
to death, he wants to write an 
autobiography for the purpose of 
showing that his life has not only 
been perfectly consistent but that 
he had succeeded in packing'his 19 
years full of interesting experi- 
ences. He also desires to be per- 
mitted to make a last speech, for 
the same reason. 

“Taking up his phantasy life, 
there is no doubt that it has been 
abnormal. We all do our day 
dreaming, usually in connection 
with our ambitions. Leopold's 
{first dreams were of suffering. He 
says the story of the crucifixion 
made a deep impression on him as 
a small child, and he often visual- 
ized persons being nailed down or 
tied own. Sometimes he was the 
victim, sometimes he was the ex- 
ecutioner. The nature and per- 
sistence of these phantasies even 
then indicated a diseased emo- 
tional condition. 


Hidiculed the Alienists. 


Dr. Healy testified this afternoon 
that Leopold had ridiculed the 
alienists themselves, deriding their 
opinion that he was not mentally 
sound. He told them that, while 
he certainly was different from the 
average person, the difference was 
purely one of his superiority. He 
said that making up his mind to 
commit murder was simply like 
making up his mind to have peace 
with his supper—that it was 
merely a question of whether it 
would give him pleasure,”’ the psy- 
chologist declared. 

On the other hand, he continued, 
there was no consistency in Leo- 


pold's egotism. “With all his self 
love, he had no self regard. De- 
spite his love for himself, he took 
reckless chances, and exposed him- 
self wantonly to utterly needless 
danger.” 

“In my opinion,” the seientist 
summed up, “he is thoroughly un- 
balanced. He is a paranolac per- 
sonality. There is no reason why 
he shouldn't commit murder. Any- 
thing he wants to do is right to 
him.”’ 

Lacks in Practica] Judgment. 


In contrast with Leopoild’s dem- 
onstration of intellectual power 
was the demonstration of the wit- 
ness in the tests which bore on 
practical judgment. Here he 
scored 56% out of a possible 100, 
which is the average for boys of 
12. In other words, Dr. Healy said, 


'26 per cent of 10-year-old boys do | 


better than he did. 

“He has worked out a memory 
system which enables him _ to 
achieve remarkable results,’’ the 
witness continued. “If you give 
him 20 names he can repeat them 
for you, forward and backward or 


tell you the position of each with , 


regard to the others. He told me 
he did it by assigning each word 
to a room in his house, and identi- 
fying them with the furniture and 
place of those rooms. 

“He enjoyed the display of his 
mental powers enormously. It 
was obvious that there is nothing 
he enjoys quite so much as his re- 
markabel: mental activity. I was 
struck by his attainments in lan- 
guages. Aside from his wide 
knowledge of obscure languages, I 
found he invented original exer- 
cises such as writing French in 
Greek or Sanscrit characters.” 
Defense to Elaborate Evidence of 

Mental Irresponsibility. 

The correspondent learns from 
inquiry that the defense is well sat- 
isfied with the progress of the 
expert testimony thus far, and that 
Dr. Willlam A. White's testimony 
has encouraged defense counsel to 
enlarge and elaborate ita evidence 
of mental irresponsibility. Conse- 
quently, the hearing is likely to be 
prolonged beyond first expecta- 
tfone.

| Slayer

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—Death is 
preferable to loss of dignity and 
Nathan Leopold Jr. would rather 
go to the gallows than have all the 
intimate secrets of his life disclosed 
from the witness stand by alienists 
whom the defense has called in the 
effort to save him from execution, 
he emphatically declared to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent today 
during the noon recess of the trial 
of himself and Richard Loeb before 
Judge Caverly for the murder of 
Robert Franks. 

During the morning session Dr. 
William Healy of Boston, a noted 
alienist, had made merciless analr’- 
sis of Leopold's characteristics be- 
fore a crowded courtroom. He had 
concluded numerous revealing 
statements which Leopold had 
made to him during the privacy of 
examination and Dr. fTiealy had 
even brought in notes passed to 
him by Leopold in the courtroom. 
From the standpoint of legal 
defense, the testimony appeared to 
be extremely favorable to the’ de- 
fendants. But it was dreadfully 
humiliating and embarrassing from 
a personal standpoint, and Leopold 
displayed a growing uneasiness and 
anger as it went on. As a matter 
of fact, the witness had quoted 
Leopold as saying, on one occasion, 
that preservation of life was not 
so important as preservation or dig- 
nity. 

Displays Bitterness. 

A few minutes after Loeb and 
Leopold had been taken back to 
the jail for lunch, the writer called 
on Leopold and asked him how he 
felt about the action of the alien- 
ists in disclosing so many intimate 
and confidential facts about him.

Crowe Said to Believe Youths

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—State’s At- 


torney Robert E. Crowe is prepar-

A few days ago, Marconi again 
appeared at the Hall of the Hora- 
tii and Curatii. Again he an- 
nounced, and again he prophe- 
sied, ‘“‘by the use of short wave 
lengths.” he wald, in effect, “by 
which I mean waves measured in 
meters or even in centimeters, in- 
stead of hundreds of thousands of 
meters, and by sending these 
waves in directed beams like those 
| of searchlights. the following ad- 
vantages are now within our grasp: 

“First. due to the low power re- 
quired, the first cost of sending sta- 
tions will be reduced by 90 #£per 
cent. 

“Second. due to increased speed, 
one small station will be able to 
do the work of several large ones 
_of the present type. 
| ‘Third, continuous service 
' throughout the 24 hours of every 
day can be maintained 

“Fourth, the greater ranges of 
workable wave-length bands an 
beams. will permit a larger num- 
| ber of stations to be installed, with- 
‘out any danger of their interfer- 
‘ing with one another. 
| “All this will certainly lead to 
the scrapping. in the near future.

|in existence, and the substitution

| “At first 12 kilowatts of power

were used at Poldhu. (Large sta- 
tions employ as many as 200 kilo- 
watts). These ‘weak’ signals were 
picked up by the “Elettra’ at 3% 
| distance of 4000 kilometers. They 
were so strong that they drown:4 
out all static @iecharges and at- 
mospheric discharges, and were 
far superior to the usual 200-kilo- 
watt messages. The power war 
then reduced to one kilowatt. Even 
this was found sufficient to main- 
tain communications. With a 
wave length of 90 meters, two or 
three kilowatts were found to be 
| quite sufficient for communtcation 
across the Atlantic

Marconi Secrets Guarded 
by Patents. 
Marconi and Franklyn have 


protected themselves fully by pat- 
ents, and technical information 4&4 
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Secrecy Will Guard Con- 
versations — Cost Will 
Drop as Low-Power De- 
velopments Increases. 


to how they attain their results 
is still Sarefully guarded. Ameri- 
can scientists and. engineers, how- 
ever, have been steadily working 
along similar lines, ana surprises 
may soon be expected. 

At the United States Bureau of 
Standards, in Washington, for in- 
stance. short-wave directional an- 
paratus has been independently 
developed, and will shortly be ap- 
plied to novel uses. A low-power 
station, small and compact, send- 
ing out a 49-meter wave, has been 
placed inside a “wave reflector,” 
which sends -out a well-defined 
parallel beam of comparatively 
enormous power. This reflector 
consists of a series of vertical 
wires, arranged in the form of a 
parabola. It takes up the waves 
emitted from the small antenna 
of the sending set, and re-radiates 
them in any desired direction. 

The Bureau of Standards has 
built several small transmitters of 
this type for the United States 
lighthouse department. One of 
them qhas been installed on a buoy, 
and- anchored off Staten Island, 
New York. During foggy weather, 
the apparatus is automatically set 
in operation. Its beam signals may 
be easily recognized by any ship's 
radio receiver. Directed along the 
channel, through which all vessels 
must proceed, it enables ocean traf- 
fic to keep away from all danger- 
ous reefs, shallows, and rocks. 

It is now proposed to chart two 
safe paths through New York har- 
bor, always a difficult place to 
navigate, especially in darkness and 
fog. <A buoy-sent beam, of one- 
{way length, will be sent along the 
outgoing path. and one, of a slight- 
ly different wave length, along the 
incoming path. The possibility of 
collisions and other marine disas- 
ters will thereby be greatly minil- 
mized. If all the dangerous waters 
along the American coasts are sim- 
llarly protected, such occurrences 
as the recent collision between the 
sound steamer, “‘Boston,.” and the 
tanker. “Swift Arrow,” 
four lives were lost and many more 
endangered, would become virtual- 
ly impoasible. A ship's operator 
would pick up the buoy signals. 
As long as he continued to hear 
them, he would know that the ves- 
sel was on the right course. If 
they ceased, he would instantly 
inform the captain, and the course 
would be rectified. 


The Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company has been 
using short waves for some time 
in its regular brogsicasting system. 
These waves, although non-direc- 
tional, are of proved efficiency. 
Station KDKA, at East Pittsburg. 
Pa., not only broadcasts its ,ro- 
grams with long audible waves for 
its own district. but also sends 
them out over a special 107 metre 
wave-length. This secondary 
wave is picked up by Station 
KFKX, at Hastings. Neb.. and also 
by Station QUAC at Manchester. 
England. from which points it is 
re-broadcast for western American 
and English listeners on the usual] 
broadcast wave bands.

HE Australian Parliament recently 

passed a compulsory voting bill with 
@esurance that it will soon become a 
law. As we are now using the Austra- 
Han ballot system, we will probably also 
copy their new law, though it is a 
reform that this writer has been advo- 
cating in the press for nearly 20 years, 
several times in your columns. 

We now have compulsory laws for 
taxation, military and jury service, etc. 
Is a compulsory voting law necessary? 
It is evident that the people must be 
compelled to attend to their public 
@uties when they negiect them. How 


‘™uch taxes would be collected if pay- 


ment were voluntary? Would the World 
War have ended a year after we had 
entered it, if we had depended entirely 
on volunteers? How many jurors and 
what kind would they be if the Judge 

d no power to inflict a jail penalty 
for failure to serve? Yet jury service, 
aually requiring a week, is only con- 
@erned with individual cases. Election 
Gay service, requiring less than an hour 
and concerning everybody, brings no 

naity upon the 50 to 80 per cent of 
he qualified voters who do not care 
who makes, enforces or fails to enforce 
the laws, who assesses or collects the 
taxes, spends the money, administers 
justice, punishes criminals or runs gov- 
ernment for or against the people as a 

ole. 

‘The negligence of the voters is the 
Opportunity of self-seeking interests, 
@rafters and criminals who elect their 
friends and tools to office. This would 
be impossible if every qualified voter 
voted. If they did, many desirable can- 
Gidptesa who are now afraid to run 
would gladly do so. A compulsory vot- 
ing law is therefore badly needed, with 
jail penalty for violation and strict elec- 
thon holidays.

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GO TO THE POLLS. 


In tomorrow's primary election the people them- 
selves will be on trial—more so than any of the con- 
testants for nomination. Every citizen who is 
thoughtfully concerned with good government will 
sean the results somewhat anxiously. Preference as 
to candidates is really a secondary consideration 
with such citizens. They will be curious to know 
whether the people have truly availed themselves of 
the great privilege of expressing their choice. 

This phase of tomorrow's election will have a 
peculiar interest because of the unusual efforts that 
have been made to arouse the people to their sense 
of civic duty. The indifference of citizens in this 
vital matter of participating in their own govern- 
ment has become notorious. It is an ugly augury. 
With less than half of the qualified voters taking 
part in elections the first obvious consequence is that 
ours is a minority government. No less obvious are 
uther consequences. Everybody knows that the type 
of politician who is in politics for revenue only is 
actively on the job in the primary election. So are 
his henchmen. But the polftical bosses and their 
henchmen would be powerless if anything like a 
reasonable number of the people qualified to vote 
would go to the polls. There is, no special inter- 
est of any character but is numerically negligible 
compared with the great mass of citizens whose only 
interest in government is good, capable, honest gov- 
ernment. 

All this has been said many times before, but it 
will have to be said again and again until the citi- 
zens, aroused from their lethargy, assume both their 
privilege and responsibility under free popular gov- 
ernment. Certainly minority government, such as 
we are now having in the United States be- 
cause of the indolence and apathy of the voters, 
is piling up a record of incompetence, extrav- 
agence and waste that is swiftly approaching 
the intolerable. The costs of government, mu- 
nicipal, state and Federal, are appalling. And the 
basic explanation for that fact can be told in just 
three words—people don't vote. If all the people 
voted the whole art.and practice of our government 
would magically be transformed. In the first place 
the incompetents or the servants of special interest 
would not get into office, or if they did their tenure 
would be brief. If our public servants knew that 
the entire electorate was voting and, therefore, was 
holding them to account and would reward them 
or remove them according to their deserts we should 
have a vastly different public service. Instead of 
building up machines, multiplying jobs, eternally de- 
vising ways for getting and spending the people's 
money—instead of making a government a party 
affair and expending their energy in prospering the 
party at the expense of the people—our public ser- 
vants would necessarily strive to win the people’s 
approval, if the people would only vote. 

Moreover, the vicious tendencies of the times, the 
centralization of power, the various blocs and groups 
with their pet projects and grafts, the whole 
wretched pack of special interests, with their intol- 
erances and fanaticisms, would all be put to rout if 
the qualified American people as a whole would shake 
off their inertia and buckle down to the greatest 
husiness on earth—the splendid business of govern- 
ing themselves. 

There is just one way by which we can have gov- 
ernment of the people by the people and for the 
people and that is by going to the polls and choos- 
ing our public servants. 
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SUBSTANTIAL PROGRESS IN EUROPE. 


There have been many temporary agreements 
among the Allies since the treaty of Versailles. 
There has been none which has had anything like 
the same practical promise as that reached on Sat- 
urday at London. If honestly adhered to, the plan 
proposed by M. Herriot and adopted by the confer- 
ence marks a new phase in European relations. 

M. Herriot went to London wishing peace but 
hobbled by a promise to preserve France's individual 
right to declare Germany in default and to punish 
Germanyfor the default. Under those conditions 
the Dawes plan would not have been worth the 
paper it was written upon and no loan to set it in 
action would have been justified. Fortunately, the 


British and American bankers made this plain. 

It is to the great credit of M. Herriot that he 
was willing to face the facts and that he had the 
wisdom to offer a constructive solution. He has 
surrendered the substance of what the British ‘and 
Americans had to demand. He has given up Frances 
independent right to declare Germany in default 
end .has therefore abandoned the whole legal and 
moral basis of the Ruhr occupation. But in the 
surrender he has shown himself a statesman by 
capturing for France and for himself the prestige 
of having proposed an acceptable compromise. He 
is able, therefore, to return to Paris not as a man 
who had & solution forced upon him but as the Euro 
pean statesman who has made the largest single 
contribution to the restoration of peace. 
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JOSEPH CONRAD. 

There has not been any other man who attained 
the magnitude in the world of letters that Joseph 
Conrad did, who proceeded in the strange manner 
he did. The first language he spoke was Polish, the 
native tongue of the country of his birth. Asa boy 
in school, he learned French, but he was a man 
crown, and apprenticed to the sea before he ever 
spoke English. 

He was a sea rover born. The smell of salt-water 
was always in his nostrils, even when he roamed 
among his inland hills. He learned English in shjps 
in the Far East, and he learned to love the far lands, 
the low coast lines that hem the China Sea, the eve- 
ning mists that hide the settlements, and the people 
who lived in the huts along the shore. 

After many years, when he had earned his license 
as a master of sail and steam craft, he found him- 
self one winter tied up in a French canal. He occu- 
pied himself with trying to write a novel. He had 
suspected for a long time that he could write a bet- 
ter one than many he had read. “Almayer’s Folly” 
was the result, and when it was published, the sea 
had lost a sailor, and the sky above the world of 
letters had gained a new star. 

He never seemed to write easily, and possibly he 
never did, but it is doubtful if any man now writing 
has so masterful a command of the English lan- 
guage. The years will have to measure his fame, 
but the conscientious critic of today will have dif- 
ficulty finding among the works of another man, 
novels to compare with “Lord Jim” and “The Nigger 
of the Narcissus,” and for pure wind and seaman- 
ship, there is nothing to eclipse “Typhoon.” 

For holding, compelling narrative, he never far 
passed “Almayer’s Folly.” He seemed to have 
started in his full stride, but his latest novel, “The 
Rover,” is finer craftsmanship. In it, the blue and 
flowing sea is the constant background of the story. 
The sea is the perfect Mediterranean outside Tou- 
lon, but it is no more perfect than the character 
of old Peyrol, with his questionable past, and no 
more fluent than the story Conrad wove of his un- 
spoken love. 

Conrad had sailed all the seas, he had fought with 
pirates, rode out gales, found his way through peril- 
ous passages between rocks; he had made love all 
down the China coast as a young sailor man, but 
to the everlasting benefit of the world, he spent the 
best of his life in a sleepy English country side 
writing the stories he had learned. A great mariner 
has sailed over the rim of the world, and out into 
the sky, but the best that was in him he has left 
with us in books.

Jet Turnec On, Windows 
* Closed—For 21 Years He 
Taught at New York U. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—William 
Tiverett Waters, who was retired 
last year from New York Univer- 
sity, where he was professor of 
Greek for 21 years, was found 
dead in a gas-filled room in his 
home, No, 126 Clarement avenue. 
when hia wife and son returned 

from church yesterday. 

Prof. Waters, who was born in 
Winthrop, Me.. 67 years ago, had 
suffered a complication of diseases 
for seven or eight years. When 
his wife and their son, Prof. Wiil- 
liam. Everett Waters Jr. of Yale 
University, returned home ehortly 
after 1 p. m. from West Side Pres- 
yterian Church, they discovered 
Dr. Waters’ body in a chair in the 
dining room. 

The medical examiner's office 
reported death due to illuminating 
gas poisoning, although the family 
physician said he reported the case 
gs “death due to complications.” 
A gas jet in the dining room 
as turned on and the doors and 
Windows of the room were closed, 
According to the assistant medical 
éxaminer who investigated the cir- 
cumstances.

“We declare for the mainten- 
ance of freedom of speech, press, 
assemblage and association. We 
oppose any regulation to restrict 
these fundamental! rights,  be- 
lieving that individuals and 
groups should be responsible for 
their acts and utterances. 


Compulsory Labor. 

“We oppose conscription ex- 
cept as a military measure for 
defensive war and oppose all 
proposals to initiate compulsory 
labor under whatever guise. 

“In order to maintain repre- 
sentative government based 
upon the will of the people, we 
advocate a constitutional amend- 
ment enabling Congress to re- 
enact by two-thirds vote any 
measure declared _ unconstitu- 
tional by the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

“Labor favors graduated in- 
come and inheritance taxes and 
opposes the eales tax as well as 
all’ other attempts to place ex- 
cessive burdens on those least 
able to pay. 

“We demand that our nation 
identify itself with international 
agencies and conferences to pro- 
mote world peace. We urge 
membership in the League of 
Nations and participation in the 
World Court.”

Ex- 
planation and demonstration are 
necessary; hence the ‘Defense Test.’ 

“In conclusion, I would like to 
emphasize that I am striving for 
peace, and that in common with 
all Americans I desire it most sin- 
cerely. My observation has brought 
the conviction that such is also 
the purpose of General Pershing, 
and of all members of the Army 
of the United States. But the pro- 
motion of peace is not secured by 
the denial of the lessons of history. 
Our country has always refrained 
during peace from adequate pre- 
vention against the possibilities of 
war.

In addition, any passenger who 
drops a coin in a slot matchine 
placed near his seat, will find a 
telephone head-set at his disposal 
with which he may listen in on 
any of the regular broadcast pro- 
gramea sent through the district 
which the train is traversing.

cil and the Nonpartisan Political 
Campaign Committee of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor prepared 
a series of legislative and consti- 
tutional proposals for submission 
to both major political parties for 
favorable consideration and incor- 
poration into their political plat- 


forms. 
What Labor Proposed. 
These proposals were as follows: 

“To promote highest materia! 
progress which is the basis for 
national effectiveness as well as 
an agency for national service, 
we urge that industry and com- 
merce be freed from legislative 
prohibitions that restrict de- 
velopment in conformity to eco- 
nomic requirements. To this end 
we propose the repeal of anti- 
trust legislation and the enact- 
ment of legislation that will pro- 
vide regulation in public inter- 
est and legalize economic organi- 
zation as well as the constructive 
' activities of trade associations. 

“It is unescapable that an in- 
tegral part of legislation estab- 
lishing this economic policy is 
full recognition of the right of 
workers to assist themselves in 
unions for their protection and 
advancement both as workers 
and citizens and collectively to 
carry on the legitimate functions 
of trade unions. Extension of the 
injunctive process to apply to 
personal relations in industria! 
disputes must be prohibited and 
equity procedure returned to its 
beneficent service, in protection 
of property. 

“It is essential for the con- 
servation of national virility that 
child life be protected. We 
therefore urge the ratification by 
the states of the joint resolution 
passed by the Congress, to 
amend the Conatitution empow- 
ering the Congress to enact such 
legisiation as will safeguard the 
future child life of our republic. 

“Because the labor clauses of 
the transportation act of 1920 
have proved ineffective, we ask 
their repeal and the enactment 
of legisiation that will afford op- 
portunity for the voluntary or- 
ganization of management and 
employes to deal with problems 
of industria! relations. 

“We demand the enactment of 
legislation providing that prod- 
ucts of convict labor shipped 


from one state into another shal! 
be subject to the laws of the lat-

try the earnest hope and preas- 
ing insistence that the declaration 
of intentions to be formulated 
by each of these parties, contain- 
ing pledges to be redeemed by 
congressional and executive ac- 
tion, shall embrace the full pro- 
tection and promotion of the 
rights and interests of the great 
mass of the people of the re- 
public—the farmers and wage 
earners. 

“It is the further hope and 
insistence of the American wage 
earners that, founded upon a 
platform of honesty and prog- 
ress, candidates will be nomin- 
ated for President and Vice

erator, it begins to melt by ab-| 
sorbing heat from the surrounding | 
air. This air, becoming colder and 
heavier, settles to the lower part of 
the refrigerator, while the warmer 
air rises, gives up heat by coming | 
in contact with the ice, and in turn 
becomes chilled and sinks to the 
bottom. These currents of air come, 
in contact with the food, absorb, 
heat from it, and so cool it. 


On the continuous and rapid cir- 
culation of cooled air in a refrig- 
erator, then, in large measure de- 
pends its value as a storage place 
for foods. All spaces for the pas- 
sage of air from the ice chamber 
should be kept open. It is a mis- 
take to wrap the ice in paper or 


The refrigerator should be kept 
scrupulously clean. Only clean 
food, clean ice and clean contain- 
ers should be put into it, and any 
food spilled should be wiped up 
immediately with a clean, damp 
cloth. The ice chamber, drain- 
pipe and trap must be kept free 
from sediment and slime and con- 
sequently should be washed occa- 
sionally with hot water and wash- 
ing soda and rinsed with cold wa- 
ter.
